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NATURAL SCIUNCE SECTION 
Ne os os og os ok 


The NSSers and their feuests were not 
cnly entertained, but educated, whon 
Robert T, Orr, Curator of Ornithology 
and poses gly at the California’ Academy 
of Seiences, spoke to us on Friday 
evening, October 17. “e now realize 

how lucky we are to be able to go hilking 
in Marin County, for this little penin- 
sula is the southern limit of the range 
of many animals and birds, Just look 
around next time, and you might see moles 
shrews, bats, grey foxes, boboats;, race: 
coons, “badgers, coyotes, mountain lions, 
skunks}, mink, grey squirrels, as well 

as the more usual Douglas ground squir- 
rels, rabbits and deer. You might also 
see the Marin chipmunk, especially on 

the ton of Iount Tamalpais, or a jumping 
mouse, Or a mountain beaver, all three 
peculiar to lMerin County. 

There are plenty of birds to keep you 
busy for many Sundays too, but the yed- 
wood forests are not your “best bet. Had 
you ever thought nat the reasons why 
you see so few birds in a redwood forest 
ere that few insects inhebit them, and 
that not many berry-producing plants 
grow there? The general leck of ine 
dustrialization in i-rin County makes 
the shoreline an unusually good place 
to study water birds, espedally at 
Tomales Bay. Among ethers common here 
are the oyster catcher, the seagoing 
Pacific harlequin duck, and the black 
brant which comes to the shoreline to 
feed when the tide is out. 

The study skins of comion and interes- 
ting birds and mammals were excellent 
iliustrations for Dr. Orr's talk.
